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VATICAN CITY (AP) — President Johnson and 
Pope Paul VI voiced their shared hopes for peace in 
Vietnam at an unprecedented, hour-long Christmas- 
season audience Saturday night near the end of John¬ 
son's five-day, 25,000-mile sweep around the world. 

"We will agree to any propo¬ 
sal that would substitute the 
word and the vote for the knife 
and the grenade in bringing 
honorable peace to Vietnam." 

Johnson said after bis talks with 
the Pope. 

The president’s plane then 
took off for Washington and the 
end of the trip that began last 
Tuesday. It landed at the U.S. 
capital at 1:22 a.m. PST. ,

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SAIGON <AP)—United States 
forces announced today they 
would curtail offensive opera¬ 
tions tor 24 hours in line with 
a one-day Christmas ceasefire 
announced earlier by the South 
Vietnamese government. 

Shortly before the U.S. an¬ 
nouncement, American bombers 
hammered target* in South Viet¬ 
nam early today—after the start 
of a three-day ceasefire the 
Viet Cong proclaimed. 

The three-day Viet Cong cease¬ 
fire was not accepted by the 
U.S. and South Vietnam. 

The Americans said their one- 
day curtailment of offensive 


operations would begin at 2 a.m. 
Victoria time. 

In a pre-dawn raid, the eight- 
engine U.S. Stratofortresses 
pounded a suspected Communist 
troop concentration 34 miles 
south-southwest of Da Nang. 

The U.S. command said in Its 
morning war communique that 
curtailing offensive military op¬ 
erations for the 24-hour period 
"hopefully will serve a dual 
purpose: first, allow the mili¬ 
tary forces to observe Christ¬ 
mas, and second, provide an 
opportunity for the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese army

NEW YORK (AP)—Several 
hundred anthver demonstrators 
staged a “miH - to” among 
Christmas tiiopper s to mkttown 
Martiattan Saturday but hardly 
slowed the pace of last-minute 
■hopping. 

They ended with a sit-in to 

jammed Grand Central Station, 
chanting, "Peace Now.” 

Police arrested about a score, 
■topped a few fist fights with 
counter - demonstrators, and 
broke up a charge into a Fifth 
Avdnue department store. 

"Merry Christmas, stop the 
war,” chanted the demonstra¬ 
tors. The pottae yelled back 
through bullhorns: "Keep mov¬ 
ing.” 

One group of about 25 coun¬ 
ter- demonstrators marched 
along with placards reading 


“Kill the Cong, Bomb Hanoi,” 
and “Get out of Vietnam 
Through Russia.” ^ 

During the affair, a Salvation 
Army band was playing "Deck 
the Halls,” and a group of coun¬ 
ter - demonstrators sang “God 
Bless America." 

The peace demonstrators 
hardly slowed the crush of reso 
lute, pared - laden shoppers 
among the fashionable stores.

There is a real danger, 
officials claim, that more and 
more drivers will piay the 
dangerous game of taking a 
drink and relying on the 
likelihood of the roadside 
suspension law to get them off 
an impaired driving convic¬ 
tion. 

But the law allowing police 
officers to lift a licence for 24 
hours is intended to get only 
doubtful drinking drivers off 
the road. There has been a 
drop in impaired cases in 
most major centres, including 
Victoria, but it isn't signific¬ 
ant.

“We only know that Orthon has said, through Universal 
Link in England, that there will be an important event at one 
second after midnight Sunday. 

"We don't know if this will be something of short dura¬ 
tion or tfie beginning of something new. We don’t know if 
there will be a nuclear war.” 


“My personal opinion is that whatever happens will 
not be over quickly,” Jensen said. 

"There may be a nuclear war,” Jensen said, “and many 
millions of people killed, but that is not the same as the end 
of the world.” 

Knud Weiking, a taxi driver who says he communicates 
daily with Orthon, said he thought a nuclear war would 
wipe out about two-thirds of the earth's peoples. 

"The other one billion,” he said, "will be able to live on 
in eternal love.”

In one week, Ihe newspaper 
says, ‘‘a total of about 60 Ger¬ 
mans were massacred” on 
American television.

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Books Breathe Life Into History 


Avro engineering leant, said 
to be one of the finest in the 
world, evaporated overnight. 

Merrill Denison's book on 
the Bank of Montreal also 
tells the long story of the 
frustration* suffered by 
Canada during the years as 
its development became side¬ 
tracked by the British Colon¬ 
ial office or by money market 
difficulties in the U.S. and 
elsewhere. 

Funds 'Supplied 

However, throughout it all 
the Bank of Montreal stood 
firm as it attempted, some¬ 
times witi government ap¬ 
proval and more often with¬ 
out, to provide Canada with 
an acceptable currency and 
coinage, and with the funds 
required for exploitation of 
the country's rich resources. 

One of the most interesting 
chapters is that dealing with 
the financing of the CPR — 
largely arranged through the 
Bank of Montreal — so that it 
could complete the great 
objective of confederation, a 
Irans-continental railway. 

While the bank had the 
tradition of being cautious and 
conservative, it took many 
risks without which Canada’s 
development would have been 
greatly delayed. 

At times the Bank of 
Montreal was accepted as the 
government — or central — 
bank of the country, but this 
was subject to political pref¬ 
erences, At times the bank 


was in and with the next 
government it was out. 

This continued until the 
1930s when the Bank of 
Canada was formed and ho- 
came the over-riding authority 
of the chartered banks. 

One thing about the history 
,1s the able description of 
many of the fine men who 
piloted the bank through its 
formative years. Basing 
themselves largely on the old 
Scottish banking principles 
they founded what Is*-now 
regarded as one of the finest 
banking systems in the world. 

Tinge of Regret 

Some of them won titles, to 
which they were undoubtedly 
well entitled, and the well- 
known names such as Cord 
Strathcona and Lord Mount 
Stephen, to mention only two, 
makes one feel some tinges of 
regret that a later govern¬ 
ment under MacKenzie King 
banned the bearing of titles 
by Canadian citizens. 

It would seem that although

Part of the Victoria area 
success may be attributed to 
a good pink salmon run 
through Juan de Fuca Strait 
this year ... and good news 
for all fishermen if that the 
International Pacific Salman 
Fishing Commission predicts 
another big pink sahnan run 
for 1968. Pink salmon run 
through Juan de Fuca in odd- 
numbered years. 

But the exciting news is 
that coin sports catches this 
year were man than three 
times the 1961-65 average 
sports coho catch in the Juan 
de Fuca sports fishing reserve 
waters ... up to 12,725 coho 
from June 1 to Sept. 30. 1967,

Because of the poor outlook 
tor sockeye salmon in 1968 the 
IPSC will relinquish its 
control in Juan de Fuca a 
month earlier than usual, 
Aug. 10 instead of Sept. 10. 
That means the federal fish¬ 
eries might allow the netters 
more time in Juan de Fuca 
for the coho fishing after Aug. 
10. They would intercept more 
of the sea-going coho on their 
spawning migrations before 
they reach the comparative 
safety of the sports fishing 
reserve.

In June 1967 the Juan de 
Fuca gilbiet fishery, a com¬

In other years when sports 
coho fishing in Juan de Fuca 
was poor there was more 
June gillnetting allowed.

If there mere only one book I 
could reco m mend for rawing 
in the Christmas season, that 
theoretical time of pence and 
goodwill, it would be Louis 
Fischer'* old biogagdiy, The 
Life of Mahatma Gandhi 

It is ironic — and peihaps it 
largely explains our tragedy 
— that in our age the man 
who most fully practised the 
Christian message of tuning 
the other cheek was rat a 
Christian, taut a Hindu. 

★ * ★ 

And this same man, who 
has already exercised 
enormous influence on world 
history, did so without filing a 
shot or occupying a public 
office. He was a poor, private 
citizen, armed only with 
moral and spiritual power. 

What Gandhi was able to 
accomplish with this power, 


against almost unsuperable 
odds. Is both aaUdBy sad 
excitingly recounted fat 
Fischer's book. When you 
have read it, you wi* under¬ 
stand what Fira t dn meant 
when he sand: "Generation to 
come wiH scarce believe that 
such a one as this ever in 
fledi and blood walked upon 
the earth.” 

♦ * * 

Gandhi’s influence, even 
upon this bloody and bitter 
generation, has been immense 
— beg in ning with Fischer 
himself, who was a dogmatic¬ 
ally pro-Oommunist writer 
until he delved into Gandhi's 
creed of nan-violent resis¬ 
tance. 

No leas surprising, when the 
book first came out, was the 
statement from that profes¬ 


sional fighting man, Gen. 
Douglaa MacArthur, who 
said: "In the evolution of 
civilization, if it Is to survive, 
all man cannot fafl eventually 
to adope Gandhi’s belief that 
the proeera of mass applica¬ 
tion of force to resolve 
contentions issues is ftmda- 
mentaHy not only w rong, but 
contains within Hsrtf the 
germs of * elf-destruction." 

Ill 

We are learning, slowly and 
painfully, what Gandhi always 
taught — that violence is 
always futile, that no wars 
■re really won, that the 
human race must unify or 
perish utterly. Not since Jesus 
has there been ao vivid and 
concrete a re mi nder of the 
power of moral force over 
material force. 

And, nowadays, the Lessons 


of Gandhi needs even more 
carefully to be studied by two 
oppos ing groups: by those 
activists who seek to change 
the social coder, and by those 
who defend toe status quo. 

The activists who forsake 
Gandhism for violence are 
cutting off their own lifelines 
to oMttzation; and the de¬ 
fenders of the status quo, by 
resfertteg and rejecting dis¬ 
sent, are merely fending 
ammunition to the violent 
extremists in the ranks of toe 
dissenters.

Neither Mack nor white nor 
red nor any other tend of 
physical power can rule toe 
world of toe future: only the 
power of wifytng ideals and 
creative ideas can tom 
Christmas from myth into 
reality.

When we set up our Christmas tree, 
I think mast folks realize that the 
custom comes to us from Germany 
where, for weM over a thousand yrar*. 
villagers in the Black Forest country 
have been decorating fir trees to 
celebrate the birth of Christ. 

It isn't so generally known, though, 
that tbe Germans didn’t think up the 
idea for toemarives; they were taught 
Ihe rite of toe Christmas tree by a 
humble British missionary. 

Brother Wkfcid, known to us now as 
Saint Boniface, left hfe native Devon¬ 
shire in toe 71S on a hazardous mission 
of converting pagan Germany.

He had considerable success at first 
— so much so, he was rained toe first 
bishop of Mainz, and he established a 
number of missions and abbeys 
throughout toe Rhine Valley, some of 
which are still functioning. 

The life of a mi^nrary is fuH of 
dlsappdntmento, though, and an one 
cold winter's day toe good bishop made 
the sad discovery tut a ceraiderable 
portion of Ira flock were backs fader* 

They had retained to a more colorful 
fafto, a Icstn of Druid Ism, in wtfacfc they 
worshipped Y ggs dr w fl. toe Tree of Iile, 
represented by a venerable ash tree 
deep in the German forest.

Bumble aol aefl-effactag as he waa, 
Winfrid was no man to see Mb life's 
work brought to nothing by a common 
forest tree, so he g ato er e d Ms few 
remaining converts artnnd him and 
sallied forth to fad and cut down the 
sacred tree. 


According to legend, it was Bfebop 
Winfrid himself who struck toe final 
blow to bring the great aah tree 
crashing to the ground. 

The Devon mferionary was a wise 
man, though, and he knew very weH 
that no religious movement can be 
suppressed by force alone — it merely 
goes underground.

Tbe fact that the important Druid 
celebration feti on the winter solstice — 
the shortest day of toe year — gave 
him an idea; this was in the Christmas 
season, so he would divert the ouM of 
tree worship to Christian ends, and ao 
he taught Ms erring congregation to 
decorate a fir tree ki celebration of toe 
birth of the Christ Child. 

Eventually, Winfrid was killed by the 
pagans and for his martyrdom he was 
canonized as Saint Boniface. His idea 
Jived on, though, spreading throughout 
Germany, and many years later, Martin 
Luther was credited with bringing the 
Christmas tree Indoan and Mroduring 
lighted candies as part of toe decor¬ 
ation.

The Christmas tree remained a 
purely German custom until the rrign 
of Queen Victoria, and It ww her 
German-bom consort. Prince Albert, 
who introduced it to the Engfldh- 
■ peaking World. 

Remembering toe Christmas celebra¬ 
tions to Ms native Harover, he had a 
small tree set up in the prtans for toe 
royal cHhfeen every year, and even 
added a few tides at Ms own — finest 
and bangles and colored gfera Orna¬ 


ments made by the fiam-blowers nf 
Germany. 

Albert was not very popular rtth toe 
British public at that — on general 
principle*!, they distrusted all foreigners 
~ and of course, as the queen’s consort, 
he had no real authority at all. 

But like Prince Philip, he was a man 
of great personal charm and character 
and came eventually to exercise 
considerable influence in public affairs, 
even to the extent of averting war with 
the United States over the TVerit Affair 
fa 1861.

And ao It waa, when toe London city 
fathers were planning a giant trade lair 
and exhibition — an Expo '51 — Prince 
Albert talked them Into setting up an 
enormous Christmas tree in the heart of 
the city. 

A huge fir tree was imported from 
Norway — and incidentally, Norway 
has presented the City of London with 
a giant Christmas tree every year since 
that occasion. 

The decorated tree In Trafalgar 
Square made a striking khprasraon. and 
the toousaads of Wftw to the great 
intern a tional trade lair saw it end took 
toe idea borne wito them. 

From that time an, Brother Win* 
frid’s Christmas tree bra played a key 
part In our Christmas festtvMes.

"There ta so much food in 
this worid I can’t see why 
anyone should have to go 
hungry, and yet they do, right 
in this city.” 

"Even an alcoholic is enti¬ 
tled to a hot meal and a place 
to sleep, though the misery is 
of his own making. 

"It’s pathetic, they have to 
sleep by the railway tracks or 
in boxes behind old stores. I 
don’t expect they'll ever stop 
drinking, but they should have 
a warm place to go.” 

"When someone comes 
here, we don't ask for money, 
we just try to help. 

“If they can pay they will.” 

Church Helper 

Mrs. Hartman has been 
associated with church work 
at St. Andrew's Cathedral for 
about 15 years, and was 
president of the Altar Society 
at one time. 

One of her helpers John 
O’Connor said he hopes a 
group will be set up to keep 
the hot meals program going. 

"We didn't go into this thing 
lightly. We intend to keep it 
up,” he said.

Christmas in Victoria 100 years ago this year appears to have been a simple affair. 
As far as I can learn from reading old newspapers, gift-giving was practically unknown. 
There was no mad scramble in the stores; nobody, I would think, was paying for Christ¬ 
mas six months later. It was strictly cash, and not too much of that. There does not 
seem to have been so much keeping up with the Jones’ as there is today. Children were 
not swamped with unpaid-for presents they did not want. Ladies’ stockings were 
definitely on no list, since they were considered unmentionables, which I happen to 
think is a good idea. 
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® conversation, among 
the men, since ladies in 
thoaedayg took no in- 

S terest in politic., or If 
they did, they kept 
quiet about it in front 
o t their husband*. 

Here, in part, i* a 
typical editorial of the 
day, from The Colonist 
a few days before 
Christmas 100 yeare 
ago:— 

-Whatever view may be enter¬ 
tained hi regard to the 'marrifert 
destiny' doctrine -of some at me 
leading politician* in the United 
State*, or however strongly may be 
the Indication* of such a contingency 
h> the ultimate deetiny of the North 
American continent, no fact can be 
more dearly indicated than that h 1* 
the more Immediate destiny of this 
colony to become a confederate 
portion of the new Canadian Do. 
mhdon. 

“It has been decreed hi die 
councils of England and the British 
North American province* that over 
tfaai p ortion of this continent which 
has waved tor centuries the Britirii 
flag, shall float the flag of tie 
proud new- Dominion. 

‘The people of Britirii North 
America have accepted that decree 
and no nation or power on earth has 
any right to object thereto, nor have 
foey done *o, but on the oontrary 
have in the meat decided manner, 
commenced the measure aa one 
moat worthy to be accomplished, 
and h) strict accordance with Am 
spirit and progress of the age. 

"Hie American people on gw 
Pacific Coast, no doubt, strongly 
desi re the acquisition of British 
Columbia, and would, in order to 
accomplish that end make use of 
every means politically, commerci¬ 
ally and otherwise, to obtain K, even 
to the appropriation of money to 
acquire R, as they did the toe fleida 
of Alaska — but Motiier England 
will never consent to seH us — to 
abandon us to the eagle/' 

I very much enjoyed reeding The 
Oeloatst’s Christmas editorial of a 
century ago, and I think you wU 
too:— 

“Chrirtmae — the season 
holiday enjoyment and merry mak¬ 
ing la upon us once more, and today 
out readers wHl celebrate the 
anniversary of HIM who, eighteen 
hundred and slxty-sef'en yean ago 
appeared to save mankind. 

“the anniversary of the Divine 
Deliverer of the human raoe so is 
one worthy to commemorate as a 
season of happiness and thanksgiv¬ 
ing. It is a time when ail should ley 
•side the toils and tribulations of 
busy life and give the m w i ves up to 
social happiness and festivities. 

“In older countries the return of 
Owtotmas is welcomed with a 
general glow of pleasure by al 
classes. From the lord in hie castie 
to the humblest peasant In to cot 
the seaso n is fraught with interest 
and happy events. 

-Why then, should not we, la 
Cos tinned os Page U 
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where no path opened Op a way for 
tne gladsome light in the bosom of 
the forest, and no tapering spire 
ainounoed to the traveler Ms 
approach to the abode of civilization 
and Christian man, he felt un¬ 
speakably glad. 

"He trusted that the young before 
Wm would prove themselves worthy 
to be the hope of the country. 

"Before departing, Mr. WsJace 
moved a vote of thanks to gw young 
ladies and the others who had aided 
in the splendid preparations, and 
Mr Robert Anderson, seconded by 
Mr. Cook, moved that the surplus of 
food should be handed over to the 
board of eduoation for the benefit of 
the teachers, who had not been paid 
as yet, and as a testimony to the 
sympathy of the settien with the 
board of education to their, efforts 
tor public education." 

There was very little Christmas 
advertising a century a pi. There 
were a few modest paragraphs, such 
as this. Whatever k means, exactly: 
“We may be happy ye t — th ose 
amongst us who are phfioaophers 
and imagine . that they me tiw 
hopeful cloud 'about the size of a 
man’s hand’ hovering over us, wil 
wrtalnl} be oonfirmed In their 
befief. 

“AH they have to (to la to step 
tato T. N. Htbben and Go/s 
bookstore and see the variety at 
attractive useful and bandaoms 
souvenirs, in anticipation of a Merry 
Christina* and a Happy New Year." 

Practically, never, In liST Christ¬ 
mas newspapers were priocs men¬ 
tioned ; I suppose R was looked upon 
•a a vulgar practice. I do not know. 

Joseph Heywood, the aeusage 
ktag of Victoria, placed-this adver¬ 
tising: "Hams and breakfari bacon 
— Heywood * pork sausage, the 
ELDCER of Hfe - Mr. Heywood of 
the Yorkshire market he* com¬ 
menced to make His celebrated pork 
sausage, manufactured from the 
very beet of the Vancouver Island 
pork sausage, clean and pure as gw 
snow that fell on Diana’s lap." 

Auctioneer* at the day I mp o rt e d 
goods, mostly novelties, and held 
Christmas auctions. For instance, P. 
M. Backus advertised: “Christmas 
preterite" spedficaly mentioning 
fancy glassware and b arre d* of 
sugar and moiaasea. 

But I can find no instance of any 
advertising advkting “give mother, 
or sister a new suit, or dress, or 
coat, for Christmas."

One decade ago , Goodwill 
Enterprises, brain-child of Vic¬ 
toria's well-known Fred Blakeney, 
ukm tol/e more than a dozen handi¬ 
capped people repairing second¬ 
hand goods for sale in a slightly- 
scruffy old building at 560 Yates 
Street . 

Today , thanks to dedicated 
workers , the Rotations , and to the 
generous support of the people of 
Vancouver Island , about which it's 
a genuine inspiration to read fin a 
collection of scrapbooks of clip¬ 
pings which tell the whole story), 
the picture is vastly different . 

The Yates Street quarters, remodelled, 
redecorated and reorganized, is now a retail 
outlet only, while the hall-million dollar (plus) 
headquarters at Wilson and Bay, Biakeoey House, 
constitute a comprehensive and smooth-running 
establishment which would reflect credit on an 
area with 10 times the population of Victoria and 
the Island. Interested visitbn have come from 
around the world to see and admire. 

In addition, there is now a branch workshop 
at Nanaimo, and retail outlets at both the Hub 
City and at Duncan. 

A tour of the local Centre warms the heart. R 
keeps busy some 130 employees now, Instead at 
the original 12, and the building itself has been 
planned with care and forethought lor maximum 
efficiency as wsll as for the comfort and 
convenience of both staff and workmen. 

The total area, all on one floor at the moment, 
h 40.000 square feet. Ramps, wide doors and 
passageways allow for wheelchairs. An unloading 
dock for the incoming trucks at one end of the 
huge workshop starts everything off. And 
‘everything' is what they happily get! Books and 
bicycle*, pictures and pitchforks, furniture and 
furbelows. Especlulty clothing. 

Most of this is carried past a line of sorters 
on a conveyor, and the first step is to remove all 
drygoods material thatiis beyond repair. This is 
baled into great packages—they stand half-way fee 
the ceiling, ail neatly slacked—and Is disposed at 
to factories and garages for use as wipers. 

Item by item, everything Deceived Is sent off 
Is Ms. own special department tor attention. The 
dry-cleaning unit, tor clothing and bedding, now 
con talas the vary latest equipment and is 
consequently invaluable for training worian for 
this type- of jab elsewhere. It is, also, a far ary 
from the tong ago day whan s pies weal forth tor, 
please, just one steam.iron, to help things along! 

Here too there is a row of sewing machines, 
whose operators effect repairs, and a corner 
which James McCroesan refers, to aa the English 
Sweet Shop, because the shelve* are loaded with 
glass jars filled with thousand* of multi-colored 
buttons—ail sorted. 

Next there is a household appliance depart¬ 
ment. where electrical items, lamps, washing 
machines, toasters and so on. are repaired and 
guaranteed workable*- wiih a yellow label. (We 
were glad to see one of these attached by stone 
wag tor the official fire-extinguisher!) 

The small ware* department effects cleanup 
and repairs to qon-electrical gpods, and here we 
find included such things as toy trucks, prams, 
tricycles, while racks nearby an Oiled with 
scan* of odd wheels which, taken from 
something beyond use. may nevertheless be just 
what is needed for some other job. Certainly 
nothing is wasted. 

The upholstery department refWshes chairs 
and coaches and recovers chairs tor kitchen sets. 
Household and garden furniture is mended, where 
necessary, and passed on to the paint shop. This 
last is a corner set up tor spray-painting, with a 
large turntable for the item being worked on, and 
a heating unit for quick drying. 

By this time you’ve travelled the same route 
as all the renovated material, and have arrived at 
the same destination, the shipping department 
Racks of refurbished articles of every description 
stand waiting to be trucked off to Yatee Street, 
and racks of clothing are Mned up and covered 
with dust cfcHhs. 

So much tor just the workshop. A large new 


kitchen is in process of being outfitted with the 
latest equipment, and there is a dining hall which 
is also used tor training purposes. Here, a drawn 
curtain covers an alcove in one wall, and behind 
this is a small altar. Non-denominational services 
are held regularly and are well attended. 

One special section showed, I thought, 
considerable imagination an the part of the 
management. This Is a corner of the big building 
divided up into liny rooms which are furnished, 
all from donated material, a* living-room, 
bedroom, kitchen and bath. A miniature apart¬ 
ment, compact and neat, and designed wholly 
for tbe practical training of future housekeepers 
and dome* do*'. 

The balsswe of the Centre is devoted to light, 
airy staff -offices, and a complete medical 
de par tm e nt, this last presided over by Mrs. Carol 
Gibbs, long-time -Goodwill worker, who took 
nurse's training tor the job. 

Ail this is the practical, business side of the 
operation known as Goodwill Enterprises, but it’s 
oaly half of the picture. Said Robert Dudley, 
genera! manager and director at rehabilitation! 
“It’s the development of the professional side of 
our work which we consider especially valuable.” 

This covers a lot of ground. Briefly, it means 
that the committee which assesses the require¬ 
ments of each individual who comes to the Centre 
for help. Includes consultants in medicine, 
psychiatry and psychology, social workers, and 
training counsellors. 

. This oonunittee meets every two weeks to 
discuss, evaluate, and decide. Of the steady 
stream of handicapped people who come to its 
doors, less than 10 per cent are kept here in the 
Centre. The others are trained and found jobs 
elsewhere, a total of 75 in the last 20 months, and 
no workers a re ever reoommspded by Goodwill 
to* outside employment until, in the opinion of the 
rehabilitation staff, they are wholly ready to take 
their places in normal employment situations. 
Moreover, statistics have proved tbat these 
specially trained workers, because emphasis has 
been laid on their abilities rather than their 
disabilities, constitute a stable and reliable labor 
force. 

The people at Biakeney House are an 
independent lot. Far from making any appeal to 
the public for financial assistance,- they them¬ 
selves contribute regularly to the Red Feather 
campaigns, and for the last two years they have 
passed their set target by several hundred 
dollars. A cherished plaque in the lobby attests to 
this 


Another type of plaque is outside, where hag 
been built a pretty patio and garden. This is a 
memorial to the late James Gibbs, Carol’s 
husband, who "served Goodwin so faithfully 
during toe early years.” And whom I, for one, 
•till sadly miss from the Yates Street store. 

Again, on the wall of the lobby there hangs a 
second item of interest—a mounted, glass- 
enclosed silver dollar. It represents the one 
millionth dollar paid by toe organization in wages 
during tbe first nine years. And when one is told 
that the sum of 1300,000 (a the wage output in 1967 
alone, which year Is still incomplete, one realize* 
the tremendous expansion which has taken place 
in a once small effort. 

Goodwill Enterprises, as a matter of fact, has 
developed to such an extent that it isn’t always 
iwterstood that the entire business is non-profit 
and-stands on its own two feet, with no financial 
connection whatever with the same organization 
in other countries. It is this ^blid accomplishment 
which is their special pride. 

Now Christinas is hse once more. All during 
the year the employees tuck aside for their own 
use the bits and pieces of Yuletide ornament and 
decoration which are sent their way. Now these 
are fetched out, gussied up. and set round about. 
Every year the Quits Nichol Auxiliary, whose 
baby is Goodwill, gives the Christmas party. This 
year. I understand. Goodwill is to be the host in 
the new house—with the Auxiliary lending its 
moral support! 

Another Christmas thought: In the fall of 
each year, when the United Appeal is made, the 
Goodwill staff plays down its own needs so as not 
to interfere. Then Christmas comes along, and 
the public is massively busy, naturally enough, 
with its own activities, and maybe Goodwin is 
temporarily forgotten. For a little while. So the 
clothing, toe furniture, the oddments set aside as 
donations don’t arrive at toe Centre In anywhere 
near the volume which characterizes the rest of 
toe year, and this may mean that workers who 
badly need their money may have to be laid off 
just at toe time when this Is rather sad. 

So, instead of waiting until the holidays are 
over, could you take five minutes and phone for 
their truck, or drop your contributions in the 
nearest bin right now? 

It might make a Merrier Christmas all 
around.

There were 48 hour* at 
good progress. Then, with stenost 
haft the distance covered, a bUzsard 
struck.

The herders suffered trmen hands 
and feet, days of hunger.

B etw een the summer of 1931, and 
the early winter of 1932, the 
Canadian government had no word 
of Bahr. The expedition waa taring 
batty, Hie hardships of tie trip 
were ao great that half Bohr's team 
of Eskimos herdsmen d es cried , 
re turning to Ataeka. 

Fortunately, he was able to 
recruit two more Eskimo famfitea.

Bohr’s reindeer drive Is toe 
greatest and only teat at tea kind to 
all recorded h istory. This to the 
story of a forgotten man, yet one 
wt» deserves to be reme mbere d . 

He led the longest, most difficult 
drive of semi-wild animate to 
beWy, a feat not Nkdy ever agato 
to be attempted. 

Andy Bahr, a Htfle band yle g ged 
Laplander, and his herdsmen 
brought 2,370 reindeer ancoae 8,KW 
mikes of American and O a n at i a n 
Arctic in a drive that totted five 
years and four months. He s ta r t e d 
ou: Dec. 22, 1929, and reached his 
goal March 25, 1935. 

Reindeer are not native to toe 
American and Canadian Arotta. 
They first were imparted into 
Alaska to 1*92 by the United States 
go v ernment for the Eskimos to toe 
region. WMh the first Imported herd 
came Andy Bahr. famous to I apianil 
a« a reindeer expert. 

The experiment waa ao succeasAd 
that the Canadian gov e r nme n t deci¬ 
ded to 1929 to buy some of toe 
reindeer that had been bred eoro- 
merriakty to Alaska in the previous 
40 years and send them as a gift to 
tea own Eskimos, to the Mackeorie 
District of the Canadian Northwest 
Territories. The Canadians agreed to 
pay Lomen Brothers, Alaskan com¬ 
mercial reindeer b reed e rs and meat 


vryed. Because he tied to And 
suitable feed al along the way for 
3,000 large animate, he had to make 
long detours.

When you light ywr Christmas 
candles, think of acme of the 
legends and customs which through 
hr ages, have grown around this 
charming ritual. In the middle ages, 
Christ was represented by a lighted 
candle and every English church 
•nd hall kept a huge candle which 
was lighted on Christmas Eve. The 
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lighted candle has always been 
symbolic of the Star of Bethlehem- 
Indicating that the “light to tighten 
the Gentiles" — Christ — was born. 

Candles in the windows at 
Christmas originated with the Irish, 
who bRtoght the custom to America, 
in Scotland before the Reformation, 
It was taken as an omen of HI 
fortune for the family tf the 
Christmas candle went out before 
mtekiigtat. 

Russians, Ukrainians and Poles 
always took their candles to church 
to have them blessed by the priest, 
and It waa a Ukrainian custom to 
stick foe candle Into t loaf of bread 
Instead of s candlestick. 

In tte Germany of long ago, the 
Christmas candle would have the 
place of honor an top of a pole 
festooned with evergreens. 

Tbs blood-red berries and sharp 
prickles of holly have always made 
Christiana remember the crown of 
.thorns, Down through the ages, 
many strange legends have grown 
up around this sparkly evergreen. 

In Germany, hoHy that bad been 
used to decorate a church was 
brought home as a charm against 
Mgtrinfog. 

In Medieval England, the fe el ing 
«s that holly was repu gn a nt to 
srifehea, and if an unmarried woman

The mistletoe waa a (acred plant 
to the Druids, who called it "All¬ 
heal" — It was used as mediotoe 
and a poison antidote, and It was 
said that he who carried K would be 
protected from evil, and would be 
able to see ghosts. 

The Golden Bough, (Virgil) tells 
of Eneas who plucked the mistletoe 
and was then able to descend into 
Hel and return safely. 

Because of it* pagan origins, the 
mistletoe was never used in 
churches, with the exception of York 
Cathedral, where It was the custom 
for a priest to lay a bunch of It on 
foe altar, as a symbol of Christ, the 
Divine Healer. 

Although the Idas under foe 
mistletoe appears to be mainly an 
Engttri) custom, it may have hod its 
o rig in in ancient Scandinavia where 
foe mistletoe was a sacred plant. If 
by chanoe, enemies In the woods 
met under it, a truce was always 
called. 

And so it became customary to 
hang mistletoe above a doorway, 
and friendship, sealed with a kiss.

In pagan England, the Druids 
used a golden knife to cut the sacred 
plant, and It was never allowed to 
touch the ground,

There Is a charming legend 
connected with the rosemary and 
how It was given Its delie-ite 
fragrance; Mary had started her 
journey to Egypt, and on the v»jr 
she stopped to wash the t'ny 
garments belonging to Jesus, and 
Uhe dried them on a rosemary bush, 
and so God gave the rosemary Its 
lovely perfume.

BARKLEY

Continuing, she wrote: 

“My husband, having very much recovered Ms 
health and Spirits, which natirally were of the 
moat exuberant kind, and being fond of company 
and show when on shore, but a great martinet on 
board, determined upon giving the Governor, 
together with hia lady and little daughter, and Mb 
suite of officers and attendants, a fete on board. 

"They came to a splendid barge. Our ship teas 
dressed with the colors of all nations, the yards 
manned by aaMors, and a salute fired.

On Feb. 7, the Imperial Eagle said goodbye to 
Salvador and again put to sea.

Shortly after the ship moored fa Friendly 
Cove, a canoe paddled alongside and a man, 
looking like an Indian, and a very dirty one at 
fcat, clothed only in greasy otter skins came 
aboard and to the astonishment of Captain and 
Mm. Barkley, introduced himself a « John 
Mackay, late surgeon of the trading trig Captain 
Cook. He told them he had fa Ben ni and had been 
ledt at Nootka in July. 1786, by James Strange of 
the vessel Captain Cook, the intention being to 
pick him up later. However Strange failed to 
make a second trading expedition so Mackay was 
kA stranded. 

He told them that, while living amongst the 
Indians for toe past 12 months, he had adopted 
toekr habits, and customs, which Mrs. Barkley, in

Mackay's services proved to be tovaiuable to 
Barkley because, knowing the Indians so weH. he 
was able to trade with them to their own 
language. 

While Barkley was anchored in Nootka Sound 
two ships arrived from England. They were the 
Prince at Wales, commanded by Captain Colnett, 
and the sloop Princess Royal, commanded by 
Captain Duncan, toe latter veaa el being of only 50 
tons and manned by 15 men. These vessels were 
10 months out of England, having left Lond m 
long before Barkley had left Ostend, and their 
crews were very sick with scurvy. 

At first toeir relations were very friendly, for 
Colnett writes in his journal: "The commander of 
toe Loudoun twice sent his boat with some deer, 
and he, being in want of a little paint oil and 
some black varnish, I spared it and got some 
dead eyes, which we were short of, from them. 
The ship’s crews visited each other and were on a 
very friendly footing. Barkley also spared me 
aome little matters like a hogshead and quarter 
cask of wine and 20 gallons of brandy, which were 
to be divided between us. Politely refusing to 
accept payment and desiring that I would leave 
the matter until we met in CMna, he took only 
my mate's receipt for the things." 

Then there occurred the first note of any 
unplea* antoew regarding the Illegal nature of the 
expedition of toe Imperial Eagle. Colnett 
possessed a licence entitling him to trade on the 
Northwest coast and he was much put out when 
he learned that Barkley waa masquerading under 
Austrian colors. 

Continuing, he wrote: 

"Captain Barkley came an board on toe 13th. 
1 did not mention to h<m toen toe illegality.of his 
trading in the South Sea Company's limits, 
thinking it would have been a breach of.bur 
friendship, nor did I think at the time that our 
situation was as bad as it afterwards proved to 
be for. having no copper, which was toe only 
took for their skins, he 
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island Village (now Effingham) Island. From 
here my husband sent the boats out to trade 
under the charge of Mr. MUIer and John Mackay 
and there were again very successful." 

It was on the voyage southeastward after 
leaving Barkley Soind that Barkely noticed a 
wide channel which he identified as the long-lost 
and much-debated strait discovered and described 
by a Greek mariner called Juan de Fuca in 1502. 
It was magnanimous gesture on Barkley's port to 
bestow the name of Juan de Fuca upon the strait. 

Pursuing his course past Cape Flattery, 
Barkley anchored in the lee of an island off the 
^oh River. The kxttboat was hoisted out and sent 
in with another smaller boat to tow, in case the 
river proved to be too shallow for toe longboat. 
William Miller, the second mate, was to charge 
and he was accompanied by John Beale, the 
purser, and 10 men. 

As they had thought, the river proved to be 
too shallow for the longboat so the smaller bqat. 
with Miller, Beale and four men aboard, tow*-d 
away up stream, taking with them a sheer of 
copper tor trading purpose*. 

They were never seen again, although evt^ry 
effort was made by (he crew of (he longboat to 
find them before returning to (he ship 

The next day a strongly armed party waa 
aent to search of the missing men. After landing, 
a careful search was made up the river and, to 
the horror of the searchers, some portions n# 
their clothes, mangled and bloody, were found, 
but no part at their bxliea or boat. The search 
party waa convinced that all had been murdered 
and that their bodies had been either eaten or 
burnt. 

This catastrophe so depressed all aboard the 
Imperial Eagle that Captain Barkley, after 
naming the island Destruction Island, and the 
river. Destruction River, decided to proceed to 
China to dispose of Ms furs. 

What Barkley had not known, wm that the 
HIM fate had befallen a landing party of seven 
men sent ashore for wood and water in the same 
spot by Bodega y Quadra, at the Spanish schooner 
Sonora, to 1775, 12 year* previously. They, too, 
had been massacred and. in memory of the 
incident. Quadra had named toe island "Ha 
Dolores," the Island of Sorrows. 

Upon arrival in China, Barkley found the 
market overstocked with fur* and was eventually 
forced to sell hi* 800 sea otter skim for $30,060, 
whereas normally, a prime pett had been worth 
an much as $200. 

He then sailed for Mauritius with motor* 
cargo and from thence proceeded to Calcutta, 
where he expected to outfit his vessel for the 
second of the three voyage* he had contracted to 
make to the Northwest coast. 

Instead, he found upon his arrival that toe 
type at his venture had become known to the 
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He added In his journal that: "Captain 
Barkley's behavior was as humane and generous 
as I ever met with, and I am sorry his business 
so clashes with mine that I was obliged to behave 
in the distant manner I did." 

After leaving Nootka, Barkley made an 
excursion to the southeast and Mm. Barkley 
described how he discovered and named two 


sounds 


“We found the climate muoh milder, although 
we had a dreadful storm the day we first made 
the coast tiff Nootka Sound, From thence we 
made an excurafcat to the southeast, a part of the 
coast that Captain Cook was prevented from 
visiting by tempestuous weather. Consequently we 
were the first ship toot ever at that time had 
visited a large sound la the latitude and named it 
Wickaninnish’i Sound, the name given it by the 
chief who seemed to p o ss es s great authority 
there. 

“This part of the coast proved a rich harvest 
of fun. Likewise another very large sound to 
which Captain Barkley gave his own name, 
calling it Barkley'* Sound. Also several coves, 
bays and islands to ttds sound we named. There 
was Frances Bland, named after myself; Hornby 
Peak, also after myself; Cape Beale alter our 
purser; Williams Point and a variety of other 
names. 

"We anchored In a snug harbor in (he Sound, 
of which my husband made a plan a* far as bis 
knowledge of it would permit. The anchorage waa 
near a large village and the r efore we named the 
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change the natives 
engrossed the whole trade and ruined ours." 

On the. 18th, Colnett sent a note to Barkley by 
his chief mate requesting Mm to show hk 
authority for trading in the South Sea Company's 
Mm its. The mate carried with him Cblnett’s 
licence to do so. Barkley showed the mate several 
letters and messages in a foreign language which 
the chief mate could not imderstand, but did not 
produce any licence. Colnett concluded that 
Barkley was acting contrary to law and that the 
matter remained to be settled on hk return to 
England.

From the gold fields of Cali¬ 
fornia to the Chilcotin interior of 
British Columbia, and from there 
down an Indian trail across rough 
mountainous terrain, wandered the 
immigrant , Jean Jacobs. 

He came on foot carrying his 
few possessions in. a sack on his 
back. The journey was difficult 
and the rocks and bluff barriers 
many. He followed the Chilco 
River until he came to Chilco Lake. 
Here he built a raft , and poled and 
paddled south , until within a six 
or seven-mite terminus of the 
lake’s 45 miles. He then aban¬ 
doned the raft and followed a creek 
running west. At the end of this 
stream he portaged across densely- 
wooded country to the trickling 
beginnings of another creek that 
would lead him to the winding, 
deep-canyoned Southgate River. 

Little Is known ot Jean Jacobs for he wai one 
of the earlier immigrants to this country, and tew 
other than Indiana ever crossed his trail. But the 
atory of Jean Jaoob* oouM well be lbs story ot 
more than one pioneer at that era. 

After exploring the mouth of the Southgate 
Jean Jacobs back-tracked several mi lea up the 
riser. Selecting an area of level ground be build a 
log cabfn In a sheltered grove of treea near the 
baht of the river. 

During his trek earlier along toe Chilco River 
Jean Jacobs .had spent several days in an Indian 
encampment*because of bad weather. While there; 
be met an Indian girl Taku Naklawa. 

Now. with his log cabin built, and a lonely 
ache in hk heart, Jean returned to the Chilco 
River to find the girl, marry her. and bring her to 
Hie log hut on the banks ef the Southgate River. 

Taku Naklawa was strong and brave, and 
some said buxom and beautiful, and she brought 
much happiness into Jean's life, as well as three 
children. 

Jean Jacobs fished, hunted, trapped and 
prospected, and In Ihe year 1854 he worked for a 
time on the Homathko River which empties Into 
Bute on the western shore of the Inlet. 

In that year Alfred Pendrell Waddbigton's 
dream of a transcontinental railway with Its 
terminus at Bute Inlet was about to be res Hand. 
Mule teams and work crews were building the 
railway grade, and Jean worked with the mule 
team gang. 

Fwtunatdv for Jean Jacobs be left before the 
dkastroua Indian uprising which led to the 
massacre and destruction of Waddfaigton’s 
crews—his camps and Ms equipment, and the 
eventual abandonment of his scheme for a 
railway- in that section of the country. 

Returning to the Southgate, Jean Ashed, 
trapped and hunted. Taku smoked and dried toe 
fish and meat he brought home and stored the 
surplus food foe winter use. She gathered berries 
in their season, dried them bt the summer heat, 
and formed them into small hard cakes which 
were also stored for later use. 1 <' t. 

While Jean hunted er covered hk trap Mine 
Taku sewed the cured and softened hides of dear 
and other game and made them into garments. 
Thus Jean Jacobs and Taku fed and clothed their 
family and were content. 

It was toe winter of 1857 that ooukl perhaps 
be called Jean Jacobs' winter of discontent For 
the first time in aM the years he had wandered 
across toe United States and into Canada, looking 
for he knew not what, he felt the uneasy qualms 
of homesickness for his native land. And yet, he 
did not really want-tbe land of hk birth. And now 
that he had finally settled down with a wife and 
family be believed he Had found what he’d been 
seeking all hk nomadic life. 
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Taku would not isidcrsland the wistful 
res dess thoughts that pursued him, neither would 
the children. It would be his gift to them. 

1 , In the long dark winter evenings Jean worked 
In hk shed outdoors. He made a circle of stones 
in the centre of toe earth-caked Boor, and in the 
ring he built a Ore to give him warmth while he 
labored. . 

Selecting special pieces 0i soft pliable cedar 
he carved large circular disoa for wheels. He spilt 
oedar^ shakes into boards which he made into 
boxes joined at the sides with cedar roots stitched 
through bane-drilled holes. Then he placed the 
wooden wheels—tow on each side of the boxes, 
added a short pole handle, and two play carta 
were assembled. As a final touch he painted the 
wheels with the dye of roots and frost berries. 

Searching the shores of the river and 
Waddington Harbor for hard maple he hollowed 
out a large bowl and carved a wooden spoon for 
Taku. And lastly, with just the right kind ot wood, 
and with painstaking care he fashioned a doH. 

He carved and shaped the little wooden figure 
until he imagined that its heart was beating and 
the spark of life was animating the skilfully 
carved features. He grew to love this exquisite, 
inanimate creation of his hands ... this outward 
expression of hu love for Tohetie Kulakula, hk 
Pretty Bird, or m he more often called her 
Tuwhee meaning Little Bird. 

He dressed the sculpturesque figure in tiny 
oddments of fur and hide, and when she was done 
he kid her gently aside in a box and hid her Be 
hid the wooden bowl and the carts too, and later, 
when out hauling wood or water, or stalking 
game, Jean watched for a shapely tree which 
would fit in a small comer of their cabin. 

In hk own boyhood there had been tinsel ml 
colored paper streamers for toe tree, but here 
there was nothing—a few beads and trinkets that 
Tain collected for her personal adornment. 

Snow! Jean thought. There was plenty of hard 
fresh snow. If he could think of nothing better he 
would bring in snow to lay along the branches of 
the tree. And if Taku scolded when the snow 
melted and dripped on her fkior, he would mop up 
any dampness that did not drain off into tte earth 
that lay between the planks of the rough bi«rd 
flooring. 

He had tokl Taku of his plan, ao that she 
would aid him in keeping the children from the 
■bed. If she thought him a little mad she said 
nothing and good naturedly helped on Christmas 
Eve—after the boys and Little Bird were asleep, 
in setting up the tree and putting the gifts 
nearby. 

It snowed ttte* night as Jean had expected. 


Ye*, as the winter of 1887 deepened and 
glacial winds from toe ice-fields of the north Mew 
down toe river, and snow began softly falling and 
Christmas drew near, vague, disturbing memories 
came to Jean Jacob® ... memories of Christmas 
at home, which now. he had almost forgotten, for 
he had never carried on the tradition, even for his 
young family. 

Perhaps it was foe realization that his 
children were reaching an • age where their 
ignorance of Christmas bothered Jean with latent 
pangs ot conscience, 

They had been good those Christmas days at 
home—a joyous time with snow rides in a large 
horse-drawn sleigh and bells'! And there were 
gifts and treats-and parties! And visits with 
neighbors! 

But here, since he'd been in toe wilds of 
Canada, spending much of hk time alone, or 
among Indians who as yet had eluded mis- 
si marie*, and consequently never heard of the 
white man's God or his Christmas, he had thought 
little about the YUle days of hk youfo. 

Now, with a family of his own, twn boys old 
enough to remember and anticipate Christina*, 
and' bis first child, a daughter, old enough to 
enjoy a cuddly doil. Jean wondered if he shouldn’t 
do something about It, limited as he was by the 
isolation of Ms primitive eadstenoe. 

Still pondering the matter, Jean Jacobs 
wal'-fd over to toe river bank and stood watching 
the dark. flowring water swirling in eddies against 
the opposite shore. He heart! its bubbling song as 
it Faced and foaiped over and around obstructing 
rocks and boulders near a shallow ledge. 

It was Dec. 10, 1867. The icy wind from the 
north and the feel of snow hi the air stirred Jean 
to remembering. As the whiter twilight darkened 
he stood by the bond and thoughtfully watched 
the river and listened as the silence of the forest 
shrouded him. He heard again the ceaseless, 
lyrical flow of water—toe restless stir of cold, 
snow-scented wind.

They were alone in this wilderness. It would 
not really matter whether they had a Christmas 
or not.

But something stronger than logic tugged at 
Jean Jacobs’ heart, ancient memories, or perhaps 
affection—affection that bows not to logic, and 
offers no allegiance to reason—swayed him until 
be reached the decision that, somehow, he would 
make a Christmas for his family. 
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But by dawn the sky had cleared, and when Taka 
and the children wakened the aun vm casting a 
pale, ooM glow above the eastern mountains.

Stars glittered in the cold velvet night and 
before long a full moon gave the glory of its 
reflection to the swirling river below. He pieced a 
deer-hide kliskwis, or mat on a snow encrusted 
log and sat down. He wanted to dream—to merge 
with and become lost in the night and the 
wilderness around him. Some ancient, primitive 
yearning, perhaps even an unaccountable loneli¬ 
ness, sent him to seek the solace of toe 
wilderness, where the dark shadows of the night 
would hide him. 

He sat and recalled the events of the day, and 
was strangely content. The restlessness, the 
earlier qualms of conscience were gone. He loved 
this land! It was as much a part of him as toe 
river that thundered past in the full flood of a 
spring runoff, or when, as now, it flowed, an icy 
languorous passage of water lit by the moon with 
myriad golden streaks, as much a part of him as 
the dark pools that eddied in shadowed reoesses 
of the bank, and the sonorous sounds of water 
spilling over rocks, and the deep, brooding silence 
of the night that made every splash and trickle a 
clear, haunting note! 

He loved this land, Jean thought. He loved its 
vastness! Its solitude! Its wildness! The peace 
and hush that made the f&lUng of a leaf like the 
whisper of a voice. The nocturnal stillness wherein 
the flight of wings was like the sigh of wind. The 
snow-muted silence that made the sleeping pulse 
of all wild creatures a musical cadence that beat 
in rythmic unison with his own, and the vast 
solitude that made toe canyoned thunder of a 
waterfall like the uneerthy howl of a distant 
timber wolf.

Perhaps from Taku he had caught the spirit 
of this primitive land -the spirit of her ancestors 
whose ghosts haunted these shores, bays and 
beaches. 

Though Taku could not understand the white 
man's Christinas, she understood Jean Jacobs' 
mind, and could share with him his love and 
affinity feu- toe land of rivers, lakes and streams, 
of mountains, valleys and forests tost was theirs. 
She, who knew neither of reading nor writing, but 
who knew every tree and bird of the forest, every 
track and trail of panther, deer, bear and beaver. 
She, whose hair wm block Hke toe raven, and 
whose voice was soft as the cooing of a wild 
pigeon. She who could hunt and trap, fish, cook 
and sew and who was aa nfiid as toe creatures 
who shared her land. She whose name meant 
Beautiful Lake of toe Forest. She, whose people 
knew this wilderness long before the wanderlust 
brought his feet to follow trails and rivers that 
led him to her. 

Christmas night, 1867 moved on towards 
another day and still Jean Jacobs sat by the 
river, lost in bis thoughts, and in the solitude 
seemed scarcely to know that the sky bad clouded 
over and crystal stars of snow were falling—soft 
flakes that melted on his face and ran down bis 
cheek and into his mouth. 

The night was growing colder but he did not 
feel it. The warmth of his happiness had not yet 
left him—perhaps It never would. This moment, 
that held so much—would it live with him for the 
remainder of his days—or would it vanish, never 
to be recaptured again? 

For toe time he was content. Here by the 
river, with his family safe and warm back in the 
log cabin. Here, in this land with its teeming 
river* and lake*; its forests, its mountains, its 
valleys. Its vast trackless stretches where no 
white man had walked. The land that In its virgin 
richness gave him food for his body and peace 
and solace for his mind. That was Its beauty! Its 
wonder! Its glory! That was what made it his 
and Taku's. 

How long would H be like this, Jean 
wandered. He looked again at the sky where. In 
the far west clouds had parted momentarily 
exposing the pale December moon. 

Again he thought: “How long will it be like 
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in the forest, perhaps by the river, sensing and 
knowing aH that he sensed, and she had made no 
sotaid. Surely, he thought, no panther moved with 
more stealth, no fox with more cunning, and no 
deer with more grace. 

As they reached the cabin door Jean looked 
again towards toe river, and at toe dark sky and 
toe moon, now veiled by clouds, and whispered to 
Taku: ‘Tonight this land ie ours! This river, this 
forest, and this wind that blow* cold from the 
glaciers, and tow log cabin that hides in the 
shelter of these tree*—it is ours—our home.** 
“Today Taku is our Christina*. Tonight 
Taku—nothing moves in this land where peace 
falls more silently than toe snow. Of such peace 
It Christmas made. Remember this night always 
Taku."

This 
night .. _ this land that lie* banked to snow and 
silence beneath the wintry moon. This peace, this 
solitude . .. this spirit of the mountain and the 
wilderness that calls to me ... It is aH ours. 

As he neared the cabin Taku joined him, 
coming out of the shadows Uke an elfin fawn.

Stores closed at 10 p.m, in those pre- 
autontobile days, a (actor that made for crowded 
night-time sidewalks, so Jimmy's p r o gre s s along 
toe east side of Government, though slow was 
none the less purposeful. 

When he got to the comer of Pandora he 
oroased the street, then without a backward 
glance suddenly slipped into the alley that led to 
the side entrance of Tai Yune's opium factory. 

Half an hour later, his business completed, 
when Mr. Carroll came out in the alley be almost 
stumbled over a drunk. 

The prone figure, however, was no ordinary 
drank. In fact he wasn't drunk at al, but merely 
lapsed into the act to avoid being caught 
eavesdropping. He was, If you haven't gueased, 
the man who had been following. 

The whys and wherefores at this peculiar 
Incident dated back a month or two when Jimmy 
Carroll, master of the 880-ton steamer Idaho, 
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Unknown to the throng of late 
shoppers crowding Government 
Street*a plank sidewalks on Chris t- 
mas Eve, 1885, there was one 
among them who planned the 
strangest purchase of cXL He was 
**Smiling Jimmy** Carroll, a big, 
broad-shouldered, 46-year-old 
Irishman who , by his pempschmt 
and rolling gait, you would have 
rightly tabbed as being a sailor. 

If you had specially keen eyes 
for the sidewalk throng that eve¬ 
ning you might have cdso come to 
the conclusion that Jimsny was 
being followed. The slightly dis¬ 
reputable character who kept him 
in sight also smacked of the sea. 


running between San Francisco and Alaska (with 
north and south-bound stops at Seattle and 
Victoria), tied up at tie foot of Bastion Street. 

In an hour or two when the departure whistle 
Mew. one of the anew was missing. He was Henry 
Hansen, a deckhand who, oa hit short stopover 
had pushed against too many swinging doors on 
Johnston Street, and thus missed his ship. 

Being then, mbs* you might eali a distressed

but It .didn't take the “revsnooers" Vng to tM 
3,300 pounds of opium Id cne of the sheds, and 
arrest the two watchmen. 

While this was going on, the southbound Idaho 
stopped in at Victoria and just by chance it was 
Christmas Eve when skipper Carroll jauntily set 
off up D eade n Street to make arrangements far 
another load from the Tai Yune Company. 

The shabby individual who followed Carroll 
toat evening was none other than one of 
Beecher's undercover men, sent to Victoria to 
follow OanroQ wherever he went. The seme 
underoover man who had his ear to the wal and 
heard details of the deaf. 

Probably as the result of Mr. Beecher’s 
overall planning, tie Customs were out in full 
force to meet die Idaho when she docked in 
Seattle the neat day. Not only did they find scores 
of cans at optaan in the bilge, but- also a few 
behind secret sliding panels in the galley. Jimmy 
of course disciaimed all knowledge of the 
contraband. 

Later, however, in a Seattle courtroom. 
Jimmy’s Irish charm couldn't completely disen¬ 
tangle him from the weight of evidence and 
massive were (he penalties.

governmental censed opium factories in Victoria 
accounted for about 50 tons of poppy juice being 
annually smuggled out of this port, mainly to 
California. 

This pleasant and profitable tituation was in 
vogue for nearly half a century, turning this 
"little bit of old England” into a veritable 
smuggler’s haven. 

A situation which, as you can imagine, 
worried the U.S. Customs no end. Portland was 
then their northwest headquarters, the man in 
charge, Tom Beecher, son of Henry Ward 
Beecher, the famous Boston divine and abolition¬ 
ist. Which made Harriett Beecher Stowe, author 
of Unclp Tom's Cabin, Tom Beecher’s aunt. 

According to Hansen’s story to the Victoria 
consul, it was but a month or two back when the 
Idaho, by some whim of the skipper, anchored in 
Carter Bay on Prince of WaJeg Island Just inside 
the Alaskan boundary. There, at dead of night, 
barrels of opium were ferried ashore to be cached 
in a deserted cannery building. According to 
Hansen, Carroll owned the buildings, and wbats 
more had a cwple of paid watchmen to keep 
Intruders away. 

It was from the cache In this lonely bay, 
acoarding to Hansen, that Carr oil every now and 
again southbound fronr Alaska picked up a load of 
opium for the San Francisco market.

This slim book con - 
tabu the texts of the 
1967 Gersteln Lectures, 
delivered at York Univer- 
sity, Toronto, by four dis¬ 
tinguished scientists and 
teachers. 


In 1948, shortly after 
Tsavo in Kenya had been 
declared a national park, 
white park wardens made 
contact with members of 
the Liangulu tribe , known 
as the elephant people. 

XJ n til this time, the 
tribe was virtually un¬ 
known, having rated only 
passing references in 
books by early explorers . 

The Kenya national parks’ team, 
headed by game warden William 
Woodley, set out to cultivate the 
elusive tribesmen, who were the key 
actors in the lucrative illicit ivory 
traffic. 

Blending strategy, psychology, 
humor and great physical courage, 
Woodley and his team managed to 
contact and win over some of the 
Liangulus. The most striking feature 
of the tribesmen was their outstand¬ 
ing physique and the fantastic bows 
they used. 

Their big bows, unique in Africa, 
have a heavier pull than the English 
longbow. Woodley, a strapping six- 
footer and a physical fitness fanatic 
with a grip of iron, took one of these 
five-feet, 10-inch bows, fitted an 
arrow, braced himself, and was 
humiliated to discover that he cOuld 
not get the string back more than a 
few inches. 

Using these giant bows to shoot 
beautifully-made arrows tipped with 
deadly skocanthers poison, the 
Liangulus oould pierce an elephant's 
hide with the ease and effectiveness 
of a hunter’s bullet. 

The odd feature of this tribe is 
their chameleon-like habit of assum¬ 
ing the ways of the various tribes in 
whose territory they ranged. 

Wbodley's task was to stop the 
poaching of elephants, killed for the 
value of their tusks. He succeeded, 
and this book is a step-by-step 
account of how he did it. 

Alas, the story has a most tragic 
sequel. The elephants freed foam 
persecution, multiplied alarmingly 
and conservation authorities were 
farced to consider shooting them in 
their thousands to preserve the 
grazing grounds. 

The Liangulus, who had been 
jailed for poaching, were now 
invited by the authorities to help. 
But disillusioned and suspicious, they 
preferred to return to poaching. Now 
totally demoralized, they were 
immediately jailed again. 

What ft amounts to is that in 
their dedicated efforts to save a 
wildlife species, the Kenya game 
men only succeeded in virtually 
destroying the Liangulu, an ethnic 
minority of great interest and one 
on whom no anthropological work 
has ever been carried out. 

Meanwhile, there is a plague of 
elephants.

In the waning hours of a year that has seen a spate 
of publications dealing with the Canadian ethos. Dr. 
Watson Kirkconnell of Acadia University's English 
department, gives us this personal flashback on a re¬ 
markably busy literary career. A career, by the way, 
that has earned him 18 literary awards, plus 14 uni¬ 
versity scholarships, not to speak of a dozen honorary 
doctorates from universities both here and abroad. 

From all of which you can judge 
that this Is not exactly the book tor 
the man who prefers Ed Sullivan to 
John Milton, and by the same 
token, one that should make the 
average book reviewer led slightly 
presumptuous. . 

This Is illustrated with his story 
of how he sounded out publishers 
Allen and Unwin (in 1926) with his 
proposal to bring out a book of 
poems translated from 40 languages. 

Stiffly they replied: “We do not 
believe that there is any living man 
so intimately acquainted with 40 
different languages, past and 
present, as to translate ... etc.” 

Two years later, when the book 
did appear, K won praise from 
people Hfce Prof. Gilbert Murray,- 
John Galsworthy, John Drinkwater 
and Robert Bridges. Which goes to 
'show what a boy from Port Hope, 

Ontario, can dp when be puts his 
mind to kr . 

' Though ifoted for Us close 
involvement with the arte, educa¬ 
tion, religion-and politics, X was 
probably the' field of languages that 
gave Dr. Kirk con neb . his : keen 
interest in -Canada’s foreign born.

In 1939, science was stlQ clois¬ 
tered in poorly-equipped, under-man¬ 
ned laiiversity laboratories; today, 
the United States alone is spending 
more on scientific research and 
development than President Roose¬ 
velt had at his disposal lor all 
purposes before Pearl Harbor! 

These two facts are among 
hundreds contained in the text of the 
lecture delivered by Lord Bowden, 
the principal of the Manchester 
College of Science and Technology, 
and a former British minister of 
state in the department of education 
and science. 

Lord Bowden uses irrefutable 
statistics to prove the seriousness of 
the “brain drain." He shows how the 
bulk of U.S.-tralnefi scientists from 
underdeveloped countries remain in 
high-paying U.S. jobs, whilst billions 
of dollars are being poured into the 
coffers of these backward nations, 
which, because of a shortage of 
scientists, remain backward. 

And not only scientists. Lord 
Bowden points out that in the 
enormous University of Buenos 
Aires more -than half of the 75,000 
students are reading law, but less 
than two per cent study agriculture 
upon which the whole economy of 
Argentina depends. 

And in the grandiose universities 
in the new African nations, students 
are writing theses oh medieval 
Engtiah ‘poets and Ariitotelean logic ? 
Upon graduation, they afe totally 
unemployable. Meanwhile, the coun¬ 
tries remain underdeveloped and the 
paverty-striclten populations still die 
from malnutrition and . diseases 
caused by an Insanitary way of life. 

Whilst" British .doctors -emigrate 
to North America, the British 
medical service is carried on — the 
figure is 60 per cent — by Indian 
doctors. India/ of course, has the 
world’s greatest shortage of doctors. 

The World's feme mod. And 
nothing much la being done about It. 

The text of Lord Bowden’s 
lectwe is so important that, if space 
would allow, I would like to reprint 
It ip fuH. You must read it. He 
doesn't offer cures, but he at least 
diagnoses the ills and points out the 
mherent dangers. 

Every scientist should study Lord 
Bowden’s words — including the 
other three Gerstein lecturers (Leo 
Goldberg, Roger Gaudry and Henry 
Margenau) who, in their respective 
enthusiasms for the crazy march of 
science, are seemingly totally oblivi¬ 
ous at Hie pitfalls. 

Tide of this book: Science mad 
tts University. Price: 33.25 (Lord 
Bowden’s lecture is worth 50 times 
that). Read it. Think. Then agitate. 
— E.D.WH.

enlistment record was higher than 
the national average. 

In evaluating the population 
change, Dr. Kirkconnell points out 
that, since 1895, though French- 
speaking Canadians have remained 
a steady 30 per cent, Anglo- 
Canadians have dropped from 70 per 
cent to 44, and those neither Anglo- 
Saxon nor French-speaking make up 
26 per cent.

River carts aa they slowly cross the 
western prairies; he is made to feel 
some sympathy for Louis Riel, 
leadei of the abortive Metis rising 
which led him to the hangman’s 
noose.

Joan Grant, who I once had the 
privilege at entertaining, is a well- 
adjusted, intellectual, fun-loving ex- 
trovert with the extraordinary 
ability to iee«U her past lives in 
vivid detail, an ability known to 
ancient Egyptians as far-memory. 

She told me that a casual phrase, 
a few bars of music or sometimes 
the feel of a natural substance would 
be sufficient to project her mentally 
into a peat century.

In 1792, Barkley made another voyage to the 
northwest coast In the 80-ton brig Halcyon, "a 
paltry vessel bought at greet eost,” as Mrs. 
Baridey described it, which made her long for tha 
broad decks and comfortable quarters of the 400- 
ton Imperial Eagle. He traded in furs with the 
Sitka Indiana but did not make any geographical 
discoveries. Mrs. Barkley again accompanied her 
husband, despite his efforts to dissuade her. and 
took along their two children, one of whom, a 
mere babe, died at aea a few weeks later. 

Barkley was 73 years at age when he died in 
1832, "worn out more by care and sorrow than by 
years.” 

He was buried at Enfield, England. 

Mrs. Barkley survived him until 1843 aril was 
buried near her husband.

India's Marathawa 
University opened In 1958 with more 
than 3,000 students and had 13,000 in 
classes by 1905. 

In Pakistan, California, or 
Nigeria, the problems seem the 
same — too many beating at the 
registrar’s door, and not enough 
money in the bursar’s till. It may be 
a healthy sign, though, that universi¬ 
ties are a national status symbol. 
The University of Nigeria became 
the country’s first, degree-granting 
Institution six days after independ¬ 
ence was declared. —BILL STAY- 
DAL. 


before the case came to court in Calcutta a 
compromise was arrived at by an arbitration of 
merchants, and Barkley was awarded 125,000.

East India Company and that his associates, who 
had financed Ms voyage were anxious to get rid 
of the ship and the whole enterprise as quickly as 
possible, in order not to prejudice their positions 
as directors of the East India Company. 
Barkley’s contract for two more voyage* waa 
therefore ignored and the Emperial Eagle was 
sold forthwith. 

Her owners had overlooked one legal tech¬ 
nicality, the Loudoun had been fitted out in 
England and had sailed from London and 
therefore was bound by the limits of the charter. 
Had she been fitted out in Bengal, or else¬ 
where than England, and sailed from thence, 
there would have been no law to prevent 
members of the East India and South Sea 
Companies from participating fet auoh a venture.

Christmas could be a lonely season in the Victoria 
mi a century ago. 

Many of the city's 6,000 souls were miners, in 
town only long enough to board steamers for mainland 
goldfields, or raise a grubstake. For these hardy 
pioneers, living in tents, far from homes and families, 
Christmas was indeed a sombre occasion. 
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The following light-hearted 
reminiscence at how the miner* 
■diverted Christmas Day, 1862, 
appeared in Hie ColosM oi Deoem- 
bsr 25, 1892. 

"Say! You talk about Chrlatmae 
htt." said the old man as he stowed 
a huge quid in the corner of Ms 
mouth and took a meditative shot at 
Me stove door, "Why, you young 
M ows don't know what fun Is 
sowed a yt " 

"How do you make that out?" 
queried a listener respectfully, lor 
Ms old pioneer seemed on the verge 
at a story. 

"Humph,” snorted he, "you 
young fellers git on a biled shirt and 
a four-in-hand collar and Idd gloves, 
sad gH out and sip tea wttti the 
wfcnmin folks and call that fun. Of 
course I don't say that I don’t Bke 
ta ladles, bless their purty pictures, 
tag I am talking at fun. real 
0Booine fun, fit for men what Is 
man. 

“Why, I remember back in *62, 
tang about this time, me and the 
boys here In Victoria had what I coll 
same sport.”

"The Judges started out, the gong 
following to see fair play, and of all 
the fun you ever saw that was ahead 
of tile whole biHng. 

"Hi Smith, who was always 
bragging on Ms cooking, fished his 
pudding bag out of the bofler and 
opened it. A soft, sticky mess of 
gummy dough was slid out A howl 
went up from tht crowd, and the 
Judges threatened to resign if they 
bad to taste the mess. 

"The flat failure of the self-styled 
champion cook of the comp made 
the others feel rather shaky; but one 
after the other, chunks of rubber - 
tasteless and kmla^eCyfrig. black 
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gobs, and sickly pasty mmses were 
hauled up. only to be gritted with 
yells and howls of derision, which 
could only be quieted by bringing 
out the Jug. 

"Here and there a more success¬ 
ful effort was greeted with due 
reverence, and gravely p as se d by 
the judges and the crowd as ‘pretty 

good.’ 

“In some way k happened that 
our tent was the last one visited, 
and Bill fished out the steaming 
pudding and thumped it down on the 
slab table as confident as a young 
girl saying no to her first offer. 

"The bag was puBed off and a 
gasp of wonder came first and then 
a yell from the orowd. pretty won 
filled by this time on the contents of 
them Jugs, shooks the pines and 
soared the seagtAs out In the bay. 

“The pudding had swollen to a* 
Immense size and would have been 
almost white but for the dye in the 
osHoo, which had boiled out of tha 
cloth and into the pudding. 

"There R stood In ail Its yelow, 
red and green glory of spots and 
stripes, looking Hke a ragged end of 
a Fourth of July, Ms fat sides nearly 
bursting with a grin. 

" ’What you galoots howling 
over?’ said Bil. ’We done that a 
purpose to make k look like a real 
Christmas puddtag!* 

"This was greeted sWi mors 
howls from the mob, and seeing It 
wss no go, Bill handed out the Jug, 
and by the time k was emptied not 
a man in the crowd could teD a 
pudding from a powder oan. 

"We came out ahead, though, far 
the Judges give us the medal, of real 
aole leather. Tor the brat display of 
Christmas pudding lor decorative 
purposes only,' as the Judges put k." 

That was Christmas Day to -— 
town Victoria, 106 years ago.
